G.S.R. i58(E).-^n exercise of the powers conferred by clause (d) of sub¬ 
section (2) of section 176 of the Electricity Act, 2003 (36 of 2003), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules regarding the constitution and 
functions of the National Load Despatch Centre, namely:- 


1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the 
National Load Despatch Centre Rules, 2004. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. - (1) In these rules unless the context otherwise requires, - 

(a) “Act” means the Electricity Act, 2003; 

(b) Words and expressions used herein and not defined but defined in 
the Act shall have the meaning respectively assigned to them

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3. Constitution of National Load Despatch Centre - (1) There shall be 
a centre at the national level to be known as National Load Despatch Centre for 
optimum scheduling and despatch of electricity among the Regional Load 
Despatch Centres. 

(2) The National Load Despatch Centre shall be located at New Delhi with a 
back up at its centre in Kolkata. 


4. Functions of National Load Despatch Centre.- The National Load 
Despatch Centre shall be the apex body to ensure integrated operation of the 
national power system and shall discharge the following functions, namely:-
